All the pomp and high splendor of an inaugural 
activity were evident this past April 3, 1989. The 
service of inauguration and installation was con- 
ducted at Pentecostal Temple Institutional Church 
Of God In Christ. There assembled were all the 
duly elected and appointed officials of the Church, 
to receive a proper installation and empowerment 
for the next four years. All were there except one: 
Bishop J. O. Patterson, Sr., presiding officer of the 
entire church. This would have been his sixth in- 
stallation since his first election in 1968. 

Bishop Patterson was hospitalized and eventual- 
ly underwent surgery. By the help of the Lord, 
prayers of the saints and skill of the doctors, the 
surgery was successfully done. Subsequent to the 
surgery, the Bishop is resting and improving daily. 

Being installed to the General Board were Bishop 
Louis Henry Ford, six term, Bishop Chandler David 
Owens, fourth term, Bishop John Dale Husband, 
sixth term, Bishop Cleveland Landis Anderson, Jr., 
fifth term, Bishop Ozro Thurston Jones, Jr., third 
term, Bishop James Neaul Haynes, second term, 
Bishop Phillip Aquilla Brooks, II, second term, 
Bishop Samuel Lee Green, Jr. second term, Bishop 
Charles Edward Blake, first term, Bishop Levi 
Edward Willis, Sr., first term, and Bishop Roy 
Lawrence Hailey Winbush, first term. Among the 
general officers, the following people were install- 
ed: Bishop German Reed Ross was installed as 
General Secretary for a fifth term, while Bishop

The April Call Meeting conducted its usual 
business but featured an election to fill the chair- 
manship vacated by Bishop Levi Willis. Bishop 
Willis, a newly elected General Board member 
served the General Assembly with distinction. 
Seeking to fill his shoes were two viable and wor- 
thy candidates, Dr. Frank Ellis of Baltimore, Mary- 
land and Dr. Samuel Nesbitt of Jacksonville, 
Florida. Both gentlemen offered legitimate creden- 
tials to the voting delegation. Both men pastor a 
church, have education and a record of long and 
distinguished service in the Church. 

The assembly received only these two nomina- 
tions and proceeded to vote. All about Mason Tem- 
ple were voting stations ready to be used by the 
delegates. Before the vote could be taken a brief but 
meaningful debate started. The Election Commis- 
sion promised a smooth and free-flowing process. 
Many of the saints remembered the hardship of the 
last quadrennial election and did not desire to 
repeat that experience. Dr. Charles Jackson and the 


Saint Clair Yauncey Burnett was installed as Finan- 
cial Secretary for a fifth term, and Bishop Theodore 
Roosevelt Davis was installed as General Treasurer 
for a fourth term.

commission convinced the delegates no such 
frustration would materialize. All and all the com- 
mission’s assessment of the situation was correct. 
Just about everything went well. 

Both candidates made excellent statements to en- 
courage the vote in his own favor. Their were no 
significant outward demonstrations, nor the volume 
of political literature which usually accompanies 
such events. The candidates addressed only issues 
and respected one another’s principles. With the 
speeches and brief debate out of the way, the polls 
opened. 

It was just after 1:00 a.m. Wed., April 5, 1987 
when the results were reported. The newly elected 
chairman emerged in the person of Dr. Frank Ellis. 
He defeated his worthy and noble opponent, Dr. 
Samuel Nesbitt 605 to 474 votes. There were 3 
wasted votes bringing the total votes casted to 1082. 


The New Chairman Speaks 


The following morning, newly elected chairman, 
Frank Ellis, started his tenure with a solid address. 
He commented the constitutional function of the 
General Assembly is to make laws. He stated all 
resolutions should come from the Assembly. He 
cautioned that everything the assembly does must 
and will express the doctrine of the Church Of God 
In Christ. He went on to say that the General 
Assembly reviews the budget, meaning it looks 
over the budget and all expenditures. Then he ask- 
ed that all budgets henceforth be submitted the first 
day the General Assembly conducts business; 
thereby giving his budget review committee an op- 
portunity to study the report. 

Another issue he covered was the exclusive right 
of the General Assembly to make and approve 
financial assessments. He concluded the Assembly 
is the final determiner about the budget. He 
declared the right of the Assembly to set the assess 


ment figures for the women’s department. He 
pressed for the right to review all work done by 
those whom the Assembly created. He reiterated 
the equality of the Assembly with the executive 
branch, then affirmed that all persons are delegates 
with equal station in the General Assembly. 

The chairman alluded to the time he met Bishop 
C. H. Mason and how that event affected his life’s 
course. In a conversation with the diminutive 
founder of this massive Church, the chairman re- 
counted the words of Dad Mason, ‘‘Son the Lord’s 
got his hand on you’’, said Bishop Mason. This 
event was a significant happening, for those words 
changed the chairman’s life. He further reflected 
his initial desire in the General Assembly was to 
merely sit. After an assembly he returned home to 
teach at Howard University and was approached by 
a student who questioned him. The young man had 
little to express that was favorable, as he likewise 
observed that same General Assembly session. The 
chairman made a vow to get involved on a larger 
scale. Since that time his commitment has been to 
God and the organization as they relate to effective 
government. 

Finally, the chairman called for the establishment 
of a judiciary board. He touched on this constitu- 
tionally necessary branch of government and label- 
ed it a priority. For anyone who desires to function 
on any boards, committees, any functionaries of the 
General Assembly, the chairman welcomes all in- 
terested persons. Any communications pertinent to

In contrast, our Church 
organization has run well under the confident hand 
of provisional leadership. To the surprise of no one 
our April Call Meeting was an unqualified success. 

Credit must be given to the General Bishop of 
Bishops, the Board of Bishops and the many saints 
in general for tending to the business of the 
organization. As a result each of us can participate 
more effectively in the business of Christ’s Church. 
This is important because forces exist which seek 
to deny our Church its rightful place among the 
ranks of true denominations. In spite of our 
Church’s well developed ecclesiastical structure, 
size of membership, expanded missions in 44 
foreign countries, etc; they yet question our 
organizational merit. We have not and shall never 
be a cult but exist as a truly Christ centered Church.

Our Church has urgent business 
ahead and in the year when each person is pledg- 
ed not to be silent but to reveal the many blessings 
of God to this world in need, Bishop Patterson is 
calling for ever stronger commitment to the pledge. 
What better time than now to become more serious 
and intent. 

During this season of prayer and increased 
evangelism, let every soul be committed to the 
Church’s program and actively follow Bishop J. O. 
Patterson, Sr.’s motto, ‘‘I Won’t Be Silent 
Anymore!”’

Superintendent Franklyn E. Knight, Chairman of 
the General Pastors and Elders Council was 
honored at the Cook Convention Center, Memphis, 
Tennessee. The celebration dinner featured a 
number of distinguished church leaders who came 
to support and encourage the chairman with his 
forthcoming agenda. 

Superintendent Knight was blessed to have both 
family and friends present at the dinner. Everyone 
praised the chairman’s accomplishment and 
reminisced about his years of effort. Among the 
speakers was Elder John A. Knight, the father of 
Superintendent Knight. He spoke of a good son that 
grew into an excellent man. Jurisdictional Super- 
visor, Barbara McCoo Lewis, referred to the chair- 
man as a ‘‘Man of tenacity, humility and vision.’ 
Several officers and committee members of the 
council heaped more praise upon the honoree. 

Bishop J. O. Patterson was the scheduled speaker 
for that day, but due to his hospitalization, Bishop 
Charles Blake, the honoree’s prelate, adequately 
filled in. Bishop Blake stated that Elder Knight was 
a giant at home and indispensable in the national 
church. He discussed a man of creative abilities,

deserving of the same help and support he offered 
over the years. 

In the crowd were several members of the 
General Board of Bishops. Bishop O. T. Jones, Jr., 
Bishop P. A. Brooks, Bishop Roy L. H. Winbush, 
Bishop L. E. Willis, and Bishop S. L. Green all 
demonstrated eager and visible support for the new 
chairman. Chairman Emeritus, Dr. A. D. Baxter, 
and the newly appointed chairman of UNAC, Bish- 
op F. E. Perry, were numbered among the crowd. 

In an exclusive interview with The Whole Truth, 
Chairman Knight reflected over his agenda. First- 
ly, as many elders who are qualified should be in- 
volved in key positions. Appointment of commis- 
sioners to establish direction in areas of education, 
training, finance, church extension, ordination, etc. 
have been made to enhance the quality of ministry. 

The chairman lamented the fact that our 
presiding bishop could not attend the celebration. 
He was grateful for Bishop Blake’s address. Chair- 
man Knight called for unity within the ranks of the 
elders and pastors behind their duly elected leaders. 
He announced a series of regional meetings this 
year. On May 8 and 9, elders will meet in Wash- 
ington, D.C. and May 10 and 11 a meeting will be 
conducted in Houston, Texas. The chairman ex- 
pressed a desire to have a functioning branch of the 
Pastors and Elders Council in every jurisdiction. He 
stated close cooperation with the Board of Bishops 
is the place to start. In his words, ‘“‘proper communi- 
cation in advance will assure smooth sailing ahead.’ 

Certainly, the big event for Chairman Knight will 
be the Annual Pastors and Elders Conference. It 
will be conducted in Chicago September 12, 13, and 
14, 1989. The theme is, ‘“The Dynamics of Effec- 
tive Communications For Growth.’ Topics concern- 
ing church financing, church leadership in the 90’s, 
etc. will be presented. He said 500 to 1,000 
delegates are expected. 


National Spelling Bee Competition

Guidelines for the UNAC-5 
National Spelling Bee 


1. The preliminary activities for the UNAC-5 Na- 
tional Spelling Competition will be held on two 
levels. 

a. Level 1 - for students in grades 4 - 8 

b. Level 2 - for students in grades 9 - 12 

Check the UNAC-5 program booklet for desig- 
nate times and places for each level’s preliminary 
activities held Tuesday, July 5; Wednesday, July 6, 
Thursday, July 7 at the UNAC-5 Convention dur- 
ing the training sessions. 
2. The final Spelling Competition to determine the 
first, second and third place winners for Level 1 and 
Level 2 will be held on Friday, July 8. In order to 
participate in the final Spelling Competition the stu- 
dent must participate in each day’s preliminary 
activities. 
3. Any student in grades 4 - 8 may enter the 
preliminary spelling competition activities design- 
ed for Level Two students for both levels are asked 
to pre-register using the entry form below. 
4. Words used in the UNAC-5 National Spelling 
Competition shall be selected from list shown at the 
appropriate level. 
5. The word pronouncer shall select the definition 
or definitions that he or she gives. 


6. In competition, after the pronouncer gives the 
contestant a word, the contestant may also pro- 
nounce the word before spelling it, after spelling it 
or, if he or she so chooses, not at all. 

7. The contestant may ask the pronouncer to repro- 
nounce the word, define it, or use it in a sentence. 
The contestant may ask for the language origin of 
a word. No other information about the etymology 
or history of a word will be given. If the contestant 
has a specific root word in mind, the contestant may 
_ ask if the dictionary lists that word as the root of 
the word to be spelled. 

8. Having started to spell a word, a contestant may 
stop and start over, retracting the spelling from the 
beginning, but in the retracting there can be no 
change of letters and their sequence from those first 
pronounced. If letters and their sequences are 
changed in respelling, the speller will be eliminated. 
9. Upon missing the spelling of a word, the contes- 
tant immediately drops out of the contest. The next 
word on the pronouncer’s list is given to the next 
contestant. 

10. When the contestants are reduced to two, the 


elimination procedure changes. At that point, when 
one contestant misspells a word, the other contes- 
tant spells that word correctly, plus the next word 
on the pronouncer’s list. Then the second contes- 
tant shall be declared the champion. 


11. If one of the last two spellers misses, and the 
other, after correcting the error misspells the new 
word submitted to him or her, then the misspelled 
new word shall be referred to the first speller. If the 
first speller then succeeds incorrecting the error 
and correctly spells the next word on the pro- 
nouncer’s list, then he or she shall be declared 
champion. 


12. If both spellers misspell the same word, both 
shall continue in the contest, and the one who first 
misspelled the word shall be given a new word to 
spell. The contest shall then continue under Rule 
9 and 10. 


13. If more than one spelling is listed in the dic- 
tionary for a word, any of these spellings will be ac- 
cepted as correct if the word appears in bold face 
type and if either matches the pronunciation and 
definition provided by the pronouncer, or if it is 
clearly identified as being a variant of the word that 
the contestant has been asked to spell. 

14. Any contestant having once won a UNAC-5 Na- 
tional Spelling Bee Championship is ineligible for 
future competition in the National Spelling Bee.

Bishop Burnett accepted Christ as a child, in the 
United Holy Church of America, where on his 
knees, he waited on God and received the Baptism 
of the Holy Ghost. He recognized his calling early 
and one Sunday morning in 1933, at Sunrise ser- 
vice, preached his first sermon. 

In the year of 1940, Bishop Burnett became ac- 
quainted with the Church Of God In Christ and in 
1941, he was received into membership at Holy 
Temple COGIC by the late Bishop O. T. Jones, Sr.

Board of (Trustees) Directors; member of Board of 
Directors, C. H. Mason Foundation. 

Bishop Burnett was elected Financial Secretary 
in 1972, and he now serves his fifth term. Bishop 
Burnett, married the charming and fashionable 
Pauline Gilbert in 1943. She supports and aids him 
with his endless ministries and responsibilities. Due 


to doctors’ order, they migrated to Florida in late 
1978. Without a church or a member, they found- 
ed the Temple of Prayer COGIC and purchased 
church property valued at over $260,000.00. Bishop 
Burnett is listed in the Personalities of America, ’87 
edition; and was one of several Black Ministers in- 
vited to the White House to meet with President 
Reagan. 

Bishop and Mrs. Burnett are the proud parents 
of Rocita S. Butts, a school teacher and Family Con- 
sultant; and St. Clair, Jr., a commercial artist and 
musician. Rocita actively assists her husband, 
Charles, a funeral director. There are four (4) grand- 
children, Kecia P.; Sancha K; Anthony and 
Wellington.

The doctor said 
they had to go back in that side again after the left 
side healed up. I told the Lord I didn’t want the doc- 
tor to operate on me again and I wanted Him to 
“heal” my body. I wanted the Lord to heal me and 
I asked Him to. I said to the Lord, Lord, I have heard 
about your being a healer and have seen some you 
healed; but He had never done that work for me. 

In 1949, when the National Holy Convocation 
was in session here in Memphis, Tennessee at 
Mason Temple, I was lying in my bed with my radio 
on, listening to the broadcast and Bishop J. O. Pat- 
terson narrating. He said, to the people in radioland, 
if you are near your radio, just lay your hands on the 
radio, Bishop Mason is here to offer prayer for the 
sick. I laid my left hand on the radio and my right 
hand on my left side, which had been hurting me 
for three (3) months.
